"The island of Cuba is rapidly being 


devastated by u relentlfea, cruel <ind 
biiter civil wjr, so that iu a short 
time it will not be worth anything to 
any one. It is dijficult to get at tie 
«xact situation there. 


"In the first place there is a severe 


censorship of the press and those who 
ar« naturally friendly to the Cuban* 
tardly dare to express their views and 
opinions. Furthermore, the adherents 
ol both sides are exceedingly intense. 
They tell their stories just as they 
•want you to believe them. From the 
Spanish 
point of view the island la 


practically pacified, and from that of 
the Cubans tae insurgents never were 
in such 
excellent shape as they axe 


now." 


"Did 
you go into the int*rio! ol the 


inland?" asked the reporter. 


"Yes, 1 went from Havana to Ma- 


tanzas. While both are on the sea- 
coast, stiil to go from one point to an- 
other by rail it takes you through a 
large part of interior country. I also 
made several short trips from Havana 
in other directions." 


"What is the condition of the coun- 


try? 


'It seems to be entirely depopulated 


and there are no signs of any build- 
ings standing except at the railroad 
stations. These, by the way, axe prac- 
tlcaly forts. I was generally informed 
that the same condition of affairs ex- 
ists throughout Cuba, from Havana to 
Pinar del Rio, except in the extreme 
eastern end. There is where the Cu- 
bans sret their supplies and their cat- 
tle. They control that section norv. It 
•was the portion of the island which 
held out 10 years in the last war. 


"While 1 am not called upoa to 


make any foimal report to the presi- 
dent, because 1 a-cted merely as coun- 
sel to General Lee, in the Ruiz case, 
still I may be asked to tell Mr. Mc- 
Kinley and the secretary of state ot 
tbe things which I have se«n and 
heard in my brief trip to the island ol 
Cuba. In that case 1 readily will do 
so."

The proposed increase in 
the beer tax, now embodied in the sen- 
ate tariff bill, will be thoroughly con- 
sidered and means taken 10 prevent its 
enactment into ia-w. 


Another questioti which will cause 


considerable discussion and is regard- 
ed by the brewers as very important 
is the so-called 
adulteration of beer, 


or more properly, the question of de- 
termining just what materials may be 
admitted inlo its manufacture. 


Last year the legislatures of the 


states of New York, Connecticut. Wis- 
consin, Ohio, Illinois and Pennsylva- 
nia passed laws forbidding the use of 
all mult substitutes in the maldns of 
beer. The brewers contend that there 
are no substitutes detrimental to 
health, and that it is absurd to claim 
that corn, largely used as a substitute, 
is injurious to health.

CHEAP TELEGRAPHING.

Considerable iutere»t was aroustd 


cot loag ago by thf t\x'isfrinieiit of 
three youiijj men in Wilmington, 
Main*., vvlio made uji iheir winds to 
become telegraph ujwrators. They 
-,vert>: George Frost, a farmer's sou, 
who lives about a mile north of \Vil- 
miugton Junction; Elmer Batchel- 
ler, station agent at the junction, 
and "Willard Lowe, son of a foreman 
"ja. the Boston aad Maine railroad. 
Their first ambition was to be able 
to click out words and sentences on 
an instrument, and having learned 
to do that they wer« determined to 
have an outdoor telegraph line of 
their own. 


Many persons learn to make and 


understand the dots and dashes used 
in telegraphing, but perhaps not 1 
in 100 knows what it means to equip 
aad care for a line over & mile long. 
It is commonly supposed that an 
outdoor line is f-xpensive, and that 
its construction and management 
require a degree of skill not pos- 
-essed by the average telegrapher. 
The scheme of the three young 
men, who made a line over a mile 
long out of a barbed wire fence, 
shows how cheaply, easily and sat- 
isfactorily communication by tele- 
graph may be effected for a compar- 
atively short distance. How that 
scheme was carried out, the line 
insulated, provided with batteries, 
chrea sets of instruments, and put 
in complete working order for about 
$10, was explained to a reporter. 


''A barbed wire fence,'' said ilr. 


Batcheller, "may be an odd substi- 
tute for a telegraph line, but it is 
far from being a poor one. Our plan 
worked perfectly, and the fence 
wires that -were used couldn't have 
given better service if they had been 
of the best copper and strung 30 feet 
above the ground. The fence was 
used for the sake of convenience 
and economy. There were three of- 
fices on the line, two being over a 
mile apart, and to have stretched a 
wire between those points would 
have cost $75 or $100. Before using 
the fence we had to overcomes one 
serious difficulty, that of insulation. 
Unless the. wires were well insula- 
ted at the points where they touch- 
ed the posts the electricity would 
be likely to escape, and in a rain 
storm the circuit would be complete- 
ly destroyed. Putting glass insula- 
tors on the posts would be a tedious 
job, and so would tacking on pieces 
of rubber or any other nonconduct- 
or. 'Paint is a good insulator. Why 
aot use that?' we thought So with 
a brush and pot of thick paint we 
tried the experiment, applying a 
good coat where the wire was fas- 
tened to the posts. 


''Batteries were next required. 


Twelve glass battery jars, the num- 
ber needed, would cost more than we 
could pay, and we gave uj> the idea 
of buying them. Paint had already 
been useful to us, and there were 
plenty of paint pots to be had. We 
wondered if they wouldn't do in- 
stead of glass jars. A dozen were 
selected. Then it remained to sup- 
ply the pots with sines, coppers and 
blue vatrioL 
Railroad companies 


frequently renew the batteries on 
their line, and there were enough 
secondhand zincs and coppers at 
sand to meet our wants. Tho blue 
vitriol we bought. For instruments 
we procured three so called learn- 
srs1 outfits. One set was cheap, cost- 
ing us only $1 50. The magnets on 
;hat instrument were not suitable 
lor use on an outdoor circuit and 
lad to be rewound with finer wire. 
3ut the rewinding was an easy mat- 
;er, and when the instrument was 
ready for use it had cost us less than 


Each of the other sets cost $3. 


The amount of covered wire neces- 
sary for making the indoor connec- 
tions was not great, and we got that 
for less than $1. 


"Before pronouncing the line 


complete we carefully inspected the 
'ence wires to see if all the splices 
were well made. Wherever there 
was a bad connection we cut and re- 
spliced the wire 
When everything 


that we thought necessary was 
clone, the unique battery jars were 
filled with water, and tho instru- 
ment at each of the offices respond- 
ed with promptness and satisfaction.

The jiitrate of silver formed during 


the above operation should be poured 
into u porcel.nti eupsuiu and heated tin- 
til a pellicle appears on tho surface, 
wbeu it may be set aside to crystallize. 
The anorrstallizeil liquor should be 
poured from the crystals into another 
vessel and heat applied antil it has 
evaporated sufficiently to crystallize. 
Then yon. have nitrate, of silver. Take 
un ounce of nitrate of silver, dissolve in 
a quart of distilled rainwater. When 
thoroughly dissolved, throw in a few 
crystals of hyposulphite of soda, which 
will at first form a browr> precipitate, 
but winch becomes redissolved if enough 
hyposulphite has been added. There 
must be present a slight excess of this 
salt. The solution is now complete. 
Take a sponge, dip it in the solution 
and mb it over the work to be plated. 


A solntion of gold may be made in 


the same way and applied as described. 
A concentrated solution of uther gold 
or silver may be used for work that has 
been worn off by applying it with a 
camel's hair brash and touching it with 
a strip of zinc. The writer lias used this 
method with the most satisfactory suc- 
cess. The gold or silver wed in making 
must be perfectly fine.—Jewelers' Cir-

mile, are jiiatio public in Ihe bulle- 
tin of the American Geographical so- 
ciety. Two government survey par- 
ties in 1672 approached within a 
few niijes east and i\e--t of the ulti- 
mate sources bur, M»\ Brower says, 
they did not explore Culver's can- 
yon, 
Through which the parent 


stream flows, aad that stream has 
not heretofore appeared on any map. 


It might be thought that, after 


reaching the district, it would be 
an easy matter to locate the foun- 
tain head of the river. It was, in 
fact, the work of weeks. To identi- 
fy the headwater branch of the Mis- 
souri it was necessary first to deter- 
mine the relative importance of all 
the larger upper branches. This ex- 
ploration was in progress for 22 
days in 1805 before Mr. Brower was 
assured that the stream flowing 
through Culver's canyon into Red 
Rock creek, which, farther down, 
becomes known as Beaver Head riv- 
er, Jefferson fork and the Missouri, 
was the ultimate source of the great 
river. He proved this to be true by 
making his way with much difficnl 
ty up the canyon, impeded at every 
step by ledges, declivities and fall- 
en timber, and he returned to make 
tho careful survey of-the whole dis- 
trict that lias enabled liiiu to produce 
this map of the towering mountains 
that hem in tho infant Missouri and 
of the tributary streams that feed it. 


Among the excellent pictureb 


which illustrate his narrative ib one 
of the place whei e the Rocky moun- 
tains aro about S.OOO feet above sea 
level. This crest forms the bound- 
ary between lelaho and Montana, 
and the rivor takes its rite 3Ufct; 
within the southern border of the 
latter state. The rrrulet is only two 
feet wide and two inches deep, 
drawing its waters from tho s=nowy 
uplifts that rise a littlo above it 
These waters, starting for the gulf 
of Mexico, are 4,^1 mile& from it 
They are 2,945 mile's from 
the 


mouth of the Missouri, which ex- 
ceeds the distance of tho head 
sources of the Mississippi from the 
gulf by 392 miles 
There is every 


reason to believe that the stream 
starting from that mountain crest 
is the longest unbroken current of 
running •« ater in the world. 


The position of the fountain head 


of the river ih in 4-1 degrees- 25 iam- 
•ates north latitude and 111 degrees 
38 minutes west longitude 
Mr 


Brower itnd his party are entitled 
to much credit tor this excellent 
piece of geographical investigation, 
•ftLu-h hnolved the ascent of a num- 
ber of tlio mountains uudw arrtic 
conditions. The entire district was 
caretuily explored, the bouauiiry 
lino between Idaho and Montana 
was traced along the i're-~t of the 
mountain?. ,nid i-tonr monuments 
were reaied uii the i^tate line at va- 
rioiis point-. The high<,st summits 
of the mountains inclosing the can- 
yon through which, tho river flo^s 
aro from 0,000 to ll,50o feet above 
sea level. Tho chart gives <i graphic 
idea of the hydrography and orog- 
raphy of the region and is one of 
the best specimens of map work 
that any geographical society in 
this country has produced.—Xe\v 
York Sun.

The best 
way to make the broth Is to throiv 
the meat in one kettle and the bones 
in another and cover them both 
with cold water. 


After the contents of the two ket- 


tles have simmered very slowly for 
Jan hour salt is added. The cook 
now gathers any sound vegetable 
tops—the green tops of celery, the 
green leaves outsida the cabbage, 
which in less thrifty parts of the 
and are the perquisite of the pig. 
These are chopped together and add- 
ed to the kettle containing the bones 
and simmered with them for tho 
nest hour. Tor every two quarts of 
the stew two small onions cat in 
slices are added. When they have 
simmered half an hoar, six small 
potatoes, cut in quarters, are put in. 


When the jwtatoes have cooked 


aalf an houfTstrain the broth off 
the bones and chopped vegetables, 
pressing the vegetables hard to ex- 
tract all the pulp and flavor from 
them. Thicken the strained broth 
with a heaping tablespoonf nl of flour 
mixed with a. large tablespoonf ul of 
butter. If mutton is used, the broth 
must be carefully skimmed before 
adding the thickening. Let the 
thickening cook in the strained 
broth for tea minutes, stirring it 
carefully; then pour it in the kettle 
of meat, onions and potatoes. Let 
the stew simmer a, moment or two, 
stirring it constantly. Taste it to 
see if it needs more salt, add pepper 
and serve at once. 


It is largely a pot of luck, depend- 


ing upon the vegetables at hand 
and the amount of meat it contains, 
but it is nutritious, even when it is 
made largely of vegetables, and it 
is always excellent —New York 
Tribune.

SOMETHING ABOUT BEETLES 


Their Strange Habits, I'nstincta and 3feau* 


of Gcttine Kootl. 


Yon are all familial- with the common 


black beetle known :LS the nuublebug, 
tuid perhaps may have seen it rolling a 
ball with its hind legs, pushing it back- 
ward. The ball contains the egg of the 
beetle, and the creature is taking it to 
* place of safety. 


A green beetle spotted with white is 


called the tiger beetle. He is a clever 
fellow and very cunning in his mauuor 
of securing his prey. He will dig a hoi" 
a foot in depth and then crawl to tbp 
top and form himself into a bridge 
across the chasm, burying his head iu 
such a manner as to appear like some- 
thing inanimate, but he will be on the 
alert for the unwary creature that 
makes an attempt to cross on his back. 
In an instant the bridge will give way 
and the prey will be precipitated into 
the hole. The beetle will follow and 
quickly dispatch the game, when he 
will return, reform the bridge and al- 
Inre another victim. 


Old fashioned furniture is often com- 


pletely ruined by the larva; of a beetle 
sailed the auobuim. A peculiar sound 
like the ticking of a clock is made by 
these-beetles when they call to each 
other, the noise being made by striking 
the jaws against their resting place, and 
often in old houses filled with old fur- 
niture the superstitions, when they hear 
this peculiar sound, imagine the place 
to be haunted. 


Another beetle is found in dark cel- 


lars, where it thrives upon dust and 
trash. It is so difficult to exterminate it 
that it is looked xipou as something un- 
canny, and the ignorant reg&rd its pres- 
ence, as an ill oraen. 


The sacred beetle of Egypt is not un- 


like our own common beetle, and tin; 
female lays her egg in the same way, 
wrapped in a substance which is to pro- 
tect it and furnish food. She rolls it up 
into a ball •with her fore legs, sometiraes 
carrying it a long distance upon her 
head; digs a hole in the earth, deposits 
her egg laden ball, covers it up, and 
leaves it to attain its perfect develop 
ment, 


The sexton beetle is a ccrions crea- 


ture. He has a thick body and powerful 
limbs and a most acute sense of smell. 
No sooner does a small animal die than 
the sextons gather about the body and 
begin to put earth upon it. In a few 
hours the dead animal lias been coverec 
and the beetles have laid their eggs in 
the carcass, which is to nourish the 
larvse. 


A remarkable creature is the bom- 


bardier beetle,' and ifc is' provided \vith 
a strange means of defense. It lives in 
a community . under, stones,, and when 
disturbed discharges a fluid of a veiy 
penetrating odor, much like gas, whicl 
explodes as it comes in contact with the 
air and passes into vapor. Eighteen ox- 
plosions can l>e made in succession by 
one bombardier, and while these art, 
being thrown off like a volley of artil- 
lery the beetle effects its escape. The 
fluid is liko nitric acid to the tiiste. It 
rxausfis a sharp pain if placed upon tho 
tongue and leaves a yellowish stain.— 
Our Animal Friends.

This child is only one of many thou- 


sands in our schools today who :ire hav- 
ing their dispositions mined arid are 
:alled dull and stupid by their parents 
and teachers through no fault of their 
own. Being perhaps born with a de- 
ect ia sight, they do not know of any 
lifferent world from that which they see 
;hrough defective eyes, consequently 
cannot relate their troubles to their par- 
ents, as they are entirely •unconscious 
of their defect. Therefore I wish to em- 
ihasizo most emphatically that it is the 
duty of all parents and teachers to mark 
very closely any peculiarity that chil- 
dren may have in looking at objects at 
a long distance or close at hand, such as 
squinting their eyes, frowning, looking 
sidewiso from partially closed eyes and 
rarticularly regarding the distance at 
which they hold their reading matter 
from their eyes, for it is natural for a 
child, or for a grown person, for that 
matter, who has normal sight to hold 
clearly printed reading matter about 15 
inches from tis eyes. Should this bo 
varied to any extent, such as drawing 
;he reading quite close to the eyes or 
lolding it at arm's length, ifc is almost 


sure sign that there is something 


wrong. 


People who have strong eyes usually 


have but little sympathy for those who 
are less fortunate in this respect. 


The necessity of glasses to assist a 


child ia school work, which will put 
it on a more even footing with the 
other students, is not appreciated by 
many 
parents 
who are 
otherwise 


thoughtful and considerate of the wel- 
fare of their children, and who are in 
many cases undergoing privations that 
their children raay secure an education. 
Do not he too ready to judge these chil- 
dren as having a fad for glasses or wish- 
ing to wear them because some of their 
playmates do. Better be a little over- 
cautious iii having the child's eyes ex- 
amined than to take too much, responsi- 
bility in this matter in yonr own hands, 
for no honest optician will advise yon 
to put glasses on a child unless they are 
sure to prove an advantage. 


Another point which I think should 


be proclaimed loud and long to the dif- 
ferent parents is the fact that nine of 
every ten cases of strabismus (cross eyes) 
existing anwng children under the age 
of 12 can be wholly cured by tho very 
simple and painless method of wearing 
glasses, whereas if this matter is leit 
until the child has reached maturity it 
requires a painful operation, which in 
the majority of cases is not altogether 
successful then, for it is not alone the 
matter of appearance that the parents 
are responsible for. But children who 
are cross eyed and allowed to remain iu 
this condition any length of time are al- 
most certain to loso tho use of ono eye 
wholly or in part, owing to the length 
.of time they are allowed to go in this 
way. 
Very few children are boni cross 


eyed, and almost every mother will tcl 
you that this misfortune was dae to 
some sickness, a fall or something of 
the kind which happened when tliey 
were beginning to walk, when iii reality 
the accident or sickness only marked the 
time that the child first began to use its 
eyes to discriminate small objects, aiic 
the straining of the eyes to see cause* 
them to cross. 


Another reason why many children 


are allowed to grow up cross overt is be 
cause physicians iu general practice 
have heretofore been so grossly ignorant 
of these subjects that they havu in 
formed the mother that the child wonlt 
probably outgrow this trouble. This ia 
a mistake. Cross eyes arn produced by 
straining tho sight and very rarely, if 
ever, are outgrown. Babies sometime.1 
havo the appearance of being slighth 
cross oycd, owing to tho formation o 
the lids when they arc very small. 
This, of course, may be outgrown. Bu 
when parents notice thc.ir child's eye 
cross temporarily when looking at an 
object close at hand, even though they 
remain so for a few moments only, the; 
will iiMs thn best of judgment in having 
the matter investigated at once. Do no 
think that an operation will do awaj 
with wearing glasses in these cases, tv, 
glasses almost invariably go with an 
operation, and yon cannot change tin, 
matter, however ranch yon may wish ti 
do HO.—T>r. VI. I. Seymour in Q»sahs 
World-Herald.
